Subject of Excellent Monday 
Club Paper by Prof. 
W. A. Hall 


J 
Prof. W. A. Hall of the high school 
faculty gave a very illuminating paper 
at the Monday Club meeting last eve­ 
n in g on the subject 
of 
"The Junior 
College and Its Place 
In 
the Edina 
Dona) System." 
The Junior College 
is a new thing, its purpose being to 
add to the high school curriculum two 
years of college work. 
I 
Three different 
plans 
are 
being 
'tried out in different localities, ti) Tin* 
plan of keeping 
th** 
Junior Colleg* 
separate from the high school In every 
way, iii building, faculty, equipment, 
etc., making it tis near 
as 
possible 
like a real college. 
This is th** plan 
iii vogue in Isis Angeles. 
(2) That of 
adding two more years to the high 
school curriculum, practically making 
it a six y ears' course, and making use 
of the same hulloing, equipment ami 
student body. 
This 
is 
the 
Fresno 
plan. The ttiird plan is a combination 
of these two. 
There are two Junior Colleges iii o r ­ 
ange County, one at Fullerton and the 
othe% at Santa Ana. 
Both of 
t h e s e 
come tinder the third plan. 
’I lie first 
to he established in this county was 
the one at Fullerton, in 1913. 
In th** 
state as a whole there ar** now thir­ 
teen Junior Colleges. 
'I’ll** reasons advanced for tin* organ­ 
ization ol Bilch a college were clearly 
set forth by Prof. Hall. 
There 
was 
first the lessened cost to th*- student. 
He remains at home, which is a bene­ 
fit both from the standpoint 
ol 
the 
student and of the community 
There 
is further a pedagogical benefit in that 
the student passes 
more 
gradually 
from th** recitation type of school to 
the lecture type represented 
by 
th** 
college and university. 
Freshmen ami 
sophomores ar** not reacy for original 
research. 
By remaining in til** Junior 
College the transition is made more 
gradual. 
The features most 
open to discus­ 
sion are th** limits of the Junior Col 
leg**. 
Ar*- high school teachers capa 
Id** of measuring up to standards of 
< ollege and university work? 
Is 
it 
possible to give to th** student in the 
Junior College the sam** advantages 
ol expert instruction as iii a college 
where th** teachers art* highly trained 
specialists? 
Then there is the prob­ 
lem of financing th** Junior College. 
Fnder th** stat** law the regular tax 
levy (annot he used for this purpose, 
am th** only 
way 
of 
providing the 
necessary funds is by special tax vet 
cd by th** local district, or by endow­ 
ment. 
Another objection to be urged 
is that it is not possible to provide 
th** large costly library and laboratory 
cuuipnietit that 
the 
university pro­ 
vides. 
Then there is th** larger col­ 
lege and university 
life 
and atmos­ 
phere, th** new 
interests 
and 
the 
broadening influences, which th** stu­ 
dent misses if Ii** remains at home. 
In summing up. Prof. Hall set forth 
very clearly the pro- and eons of th** 
Junior College. 
II** exprt ssed the be­ 
lief that th** institution ha*! a place iii 
our educational system in providing 
additional cum at luna! advantage- to 
a large number of : tudeiiL who could 
not a fiord to go to college or turner 
slty, but he stated as his opinion that 
on the vv Imh* it is better tor th** stu­ 
dent who can afford to do ,->o to tak. 
the full four-year colleg** or university 
course.
